London.—Mixed motives, which ac¬ 
count for the British Cabinet’s recent 
many-sided exhibition of vigor, in¬ 
cluding schemes for naval expansion 
and military education, were revealed 
in a session of the House of Com¬ 
mons.

No man and 
no woman ever amounted to anything 
who did not have a mother who loved 
her child Into being and cared for that 
child as long as she lived. Where is 
the college for women that permits a 
dean to substitute the word nurse 
for the sacred word of mother? 

The men of this country have been 
too busy earning sufficient money to 
support their wives in the luxury they 
demand to pay much attention to the 
many criticisms that have been direct¬ 
ed at their heads. Content with a clear 
conscience, they have not troubled 
themselves about what unreasoning 
members of the opposite sex have said.

The Indian 
girls are physically strong. They are, as a rule, faithful, 
polite and unobtrusive.

The Value of Spelling. 

S OMEBODY with views of spelling more original than 
orthodox has written to a Chicago paper to protest 
against the prominence given to this study in college 
examination papers. He contends that no professor 
or set of professors can justly condemn a freshman 
for being a poor speller, so long as no stress was laid on 
this branch of education before the days of Samuel John¬ 
son. In other words, if so great a man as Shakspeare had 
a right to spell his own name In six different ways, and 
George Washington was shaky on orthography, a mere 
college student should be forgiven for not being able to 
master the intricacies of twentieth century spelling. 

This sound plausible, and, Judging from the kind of 
1 work the pupils in American public schools turn out, there 
are many parents in this land who hold similar views. But 
the fallacy of the argument lies in the fact that the average 
high school graduate is not expected to be a Shakspeare or 
! a George Washington, and that he is expected la most 
cases to be the clerk or bookkeeper of an ordinary business 
man. 

His employer will uot ask him if he can write immortal 
plays or lead an army. He will ask him to write a note to 
! Mr. Smith at such and such a number, Broadway; and that 
i note will look ridiculous if the name of the street is spelled 
phonetically. Of course there is no reason, logically, why 
the clerk should not introduce phonetic spelling in his office; 


The Use of Both Hands. 

M UCH of the mechanical work that is now done 
with the right hand could be done as well with 
the left hand, if that member were sufficiently 
trained, and the division of labor thus made pos¬ 
sible would not only result in more efficient work, 
but in an increased quantity of it. It is, of course, very 
evident that when both hands are equally dexterous, they 
may be used alternately, and the worker never need stop 
for rest; for as soon as one hand gets tired he can use the 
other. • * • 

Just why one employs the right arm in so many things 
iu preference to the left Is a question which has not yet 
received a conclusive answer. The more commonly ac¬ 
cepted idea is that the habit is directly due to the fact that 
a mother invariably carries a child on her left arm, so that 
she, the carrier, may have the free use of her right arm. 

Then, again, there are those who say the physiological 
construction of the nerves and veins that enter the right 
arm is different to that of those which enter the left one, 
the nerves and veins of the right arm being more promi¬ 
nent. But, despite the fact that an examination of the left 
arm of a left-handed person reveals the fact that his left 
arm contains more prominent veins and nerves than his 
right, it is, nevertheless, impossible to say whether the 
phenomenon noticed is the effect of the habit or the habit 
the effect of the phenomenon. , • 

Even a slight accident to the right hand incapacitates 
one nowadays from all manner of work, whereas, if the 
use of the left hand were cultivated aB it should be, such 
misfortunes would lose much of their terror.—St James* 
Budget. 

Vast Increase of Wealth. 

T HE increase of wealth within the past twenty-five 
years, in this country, has been enormous. By this 
statement we mean that the country is richer in 
everything that makes a country rich, but also and 
chiefly that there are now multitudes of very rich 
men where a quarter of a century ago there were only a 
few. Fifty years ago it was easy to name the Individuals 
who had an Income of Arty thousand dollars a year. Such 
an income implied productive property of more than a 
million. The American style is the most extravagant In 
the world. It demands the best everywhere, and usually 
gets it, and pays the highest prices for it. * * * Are we 
then a nation of spendthrifts, the rich people setting the 
pace and the rest following as fast and as far as they can ? 
We do not think so. We are called money worshipers by 
some; and reckless prodigals by others. Neither charge is 
correct. There is a new scale of wealth, and there are 
many more people who have large possessions than ever 
before in our history. But there is as large a proportion 
of sensible and thrifty persons in the country as ever. 
There are fewer reckless spendthrifts, and more rich men 
who are bestowing vast sums of money in philanthropic and 
charitable works. The wealth which Is gathered is not 
hoarded. Much of it is distributed throughout the com¬ 
munity, and a larger proportion than in former times Is 
given away in charity and philanthropy. There is also less 
self-denial and less saving, the severer virtues have been 
sent to the background, and charity and friendliness, and 
hospitality are displayed and advertised. The good things 
which multi-millionaires are doing with their gold are pub¬ 
lished far and wide, and “the woman with two mites” has 
little chance of commendation in comparison with them. 
What the end will be it is impossible to predict. It is evi¬ 
dent now that the rich are getting richer, that the cost of 
everything which rich people use and demand Is growing 
greater every day, and that competition has stretched be¬ 
yond business, and entered social, and even church life, in 
ways that are offensive to good breeding and menacing to 
pure religion. Unless along with the new scale of living 
and personal expenditure comes a new standard of benevo¬ 
lence and self-sacrifice, we shall only repeat In this repub¬ 
lic the experience of other ages, and reap an evil and pain¬ 
ful harvest. Great wealth without mercy, charity and self- 
devotion is not a blessing but a curse.—New York Ob-

AMUSEMENTS OF YALE MEN. 

Member* of the Senior Claes Take to 
Feeding Squirrels. 

The establishment of a squirrel com¬ 
mons in the center of the Yale campus 
is the Innovation that the present 
senior class has to its credit. Each 
class during its stay of four years on 
the campus plans to introduce some 
novel form of amusement which shall 
thrive after it leaves the university 
and which is always associated with 
its numerals. 

In this way top-spinning, hoop-roll¬ 
ing, crap shooting nud the several oth¬ 
er amusements that have become part 
of the university undergraduate pro¬ 
gram have been introduced. The mem¬ 
bers of the class of 1903, however, 
have the honor of introducing the first 
amusement which has a tendency in 
the line of feeding the hungry and 
housing the homeless. 

The Yale campus, with its beautiful 
elms, has always been an ideal home 
for the squirrels and the chipmunks 
and many years ago they, with their 
respective families, sought the peace 
supposed to be within the classic walls 
of Yale. But the introduction of the 
Boston terrier as a roomer there, as 
well as a frequent visitor, frightened 
away many of these lively little ani¬ 
mals, until a couple of years ago the 
sight of a squirrel was most uncom¬ 
mon.

CRABBING IN MARYLAND. 

An Ingenious Method by Which Manx 
Are Caught for the Market. 

Those who crab for market on the 
Choptank river, Maryland, have an in¬ 
genious method of catching crabs in 
quantity. A rope about the thickness 
of a clothesline, several hundred feet 
long, is kept coiled in a keg. The closer 
the cover the more pleasant the sail 
with the fisherman to the crabbing 
grounds, for at intervals of two feet 
along the entire length of the rope lie 
has untwisted it and inserted between 
tbe strands short pieces of saited eels. 
The torsion of the strands holds them 
tightly in place. Each end of the rope 
has a keg buoy attached, together with 
a heavy stone. 

Arriving at, the favored place, usu¬ 
ally on oyster beds, he throws a keg 
overboard and pays out ids highly 
scented rope ns he sails. When the 
other end is reached he anchors it with 
another stone and throws out another 
buoy. 

After lowering his sail, he waits a 
few minutes, then takes his stand on 
the bow of his boat. Alongside of him 
is his landing net, with a handle six 
feet long. He raises, the buoy and 
stone and. hand over hand, puils his 
boat along the line. When a crab, 
clinging to its refreshment, comes in 
sight, he seizes his net, dashes It un¬ 
der the crab and flings it into the boat. 
The wary crab may loosen his hold and 
dive for the bottom, but such is the 
fisherman’s dexterity that his net is 
swifter than the crab. One seldom 
gets away. 

Several hundreds of crabs are often 
taken at each overhauling of the rope. 
When he has caught all he wants, says 
the writer in Country Life in America, 
he packs them in barrels and sells them 
to a local dealer, w ho ships them to mar¬ 
ket.

| on the part of Edward's subjects, and, 

; headed by Prince David, brother of 
1 Llewellyn, they rose in revolt like one 
i man. Edward returned to Wales. For 
months and months the people of the 
rocky coast held out against the forces 
of the King, but Llewellyn was cap¬ 
tured and brutally beheaded, and 
David, betrayed by one of his own 
countrymen, was hanged, drawn and 
; quartered. The fall of the two great 
j brothers acomplished the subjugation 
I of Wales. To prevent future rebellions

said a down-town baker, who 
has been in the business for more than 
a quarter of a century, “and they can 
tell, too, with almost marvelous accur¬ 
acy. You take a man who Is an expert 
In the business, and he can tell what 
the temperature of the oven is by sim¬ 
ply touching the handle of the oven 
door. In nine cases out of ten he will 
not miss it to the fraction of a degree. 
Bakers have other ways, of course, of 
testing the heat of the oven. For in¬ 
stance, when baking bread they some¬ 
times throw a piece of white paper in¬ 
to the oven, and if it turns brown the 
oven Is at the proper temperature; or, 1 
when baking other things they will j 
throw a little cornmeal flour into the 
oven In order to test the heat. But the 
baker’s fingers are the best gauge, and 
when you come to think of the differ¬ 
ent temperatures required in baking 
different things, it is no small achieve¬ 
ment to even approximate the heat of 
ihe Oven by touching the handle of the 
oven door. 

Bakers figure that during the rising 
time of a loaf of bread before it has 
been placed in the oven, it ought to be 
In a temperature of 75 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. During the baking process, In 
order to cook the starch, expand the 
carbonic acid gas, air and steam, and 
drive off the alcohol, the inside of the 
loaf must register at least 220 degrees. 
In baking rolls, buns, scones, tea bis¬ 
cuits, drop cakes, fancy cakes, New 
York cakes, muffins, puff cakes and 
things of that sort, the oven must 
show a heat of 450 degrees or higher.

GIRL STUDENTS AT ABERDEEN 


Life in the University Town Between 
the Don and the Dee. 

According to London Lady, the Ab¬ 
erdeen University Court, after a ten I ! 
years’ trial, has no reason to regret i 
the admission of girls to Aberdeen Uni¬ 
versity. There are two ancient col- ; 
leges—King’s, founded in 1494, and 
Mariseltal's, founded about a century : 
later. Not only in arts, hut in modi- ■ 
cine, do the girl students distinguish ■ 
themselves. In the former, for ex¬ 
ample, the “Dr. Black I’rize in Latin" 
and the "Senfield Gold Medal in Lat¬ 
in” were won in the winter sessions of 
1900-1 by the same young lady, while in 
Greek many honors have fallen to the 
lot of the girl students. The "Fifo- 
Jainieson Gold Medal for Anatomy,” 
the “Llzars Gold Medal’’ for the same 
study, have been carried off by girl 
students, and it should He noted that 
the first-named prize is considered the 
“blue ribbon’’ of that brunch of study. 
Girl students have also won laurels 
for practical work in the dissecting 
room. 

From these facts it will he seen that 
girl student life in Aberdeen is quite 
different from life at Girton. Newn- 
ham and other girls’ colleges which 
are “among the universities, but not 
of them.” Aberdeen is a university for 
women students as well as for male 
students, and the former are on exact¬ 
ly the same footing as the latter, and 
share along with (hem every privilege 
of their alma mater. Side by side they 
sit in the classes, together they go up 
to the exams, and the girl student, 
especially if a “medical,” considers it 
a point of honor to secure for herself, 
if possible, the best prizes and medals 
of the university.

Farm Notes. 

It has long been known that heavily 
slocking an old garden with red clover, 
allowing It to remain two years with¬ 
out. plowing, will bring Hie soil back to 
its* fertility aud vigor. 

Asparagus is greatly benefited by air, 
which should be given whenever the 
state of the weather aud the atmos¬ 
phere of the frame permits. At alght 
preserve an equable temperature by 
covering up the frames with litter. 

In transplanting trees all (ho roots 
which may have become bruised or 
broken in the process of lifting should 
be cut clean away befiind the broken 
part, as they then more readily strike 
out new roots from the cut parts. In 
all such cases the cut should be a 
clean, sloping one, and made in an 
upward and outward direction. 

Much working, and especially a sec¬ 
ond working, is Injurious, destroying 
as it does the natural grain of the 
bntter, giving ii a green, salvy con¬ 
sistency. Tlie aim in packing is to 
exclude air and light. Covering with 
brine Is tlie only sure method of ex¬ 
cluding air. Store In a sweet, cool 
place, where an oven temperature can 
be maintained somewhat below 00 de¬ 
grees. 

Milk absorbs odor from the moment 
it is drawn from the cow until the 
time it. Is churned. Whenever milk 
readies tlie temperature of one hun¬ 
dred It. is claimed to be in an active 
state of decomposition. But while 
milk is easily affected by outside in¬ 
fluences, the adherence to strict rules 
of cleanliness will greatly aid (lie 
dairyman to avoid the changes time 
often occur. Cooling the milk renders 
the germs inactive and prevents de¬ 
composition for a while, hut it should 
not be overlooked that milk absorbs 
odors very rapidly when cool. Ex¬ 
posure to odors, gases or volatile nat¬ 
ter of any kind should, therefore, be 
avoided and every utensil used In the 
dairy should be scalded with bolHng. 
water and thoroughly scoured

Paregoric 
is made up of one-sixth per cent of 
opium, the other Ingredients being 
anise, glycerine, camphor and alcohol. 
A dose of this drug for an Infant 
ranges from three to five drops and for 
an adult twenty drops. It Is a common 
remedy for cholera Infantum. Children 
bear opium badly, and some are very 
much more susceptible than others' to 
Its Influence. It is a common thing for 
physicians to give It. however. There 
are about two grains of opium to an 
ounce of paregoric, and not more than 
one drop ought to be given an Infant 
for cholera Infantum.

Measles.—Disinfection means the de¬ 
struction of the disease germ and con¬ 
sequent stay In spreading It. The best 
way to disinfect articles Is to destroy 
them by Are. Things which It is desired 
to preserve«ire usually rendered harm¬ 
less by thorough soaking for an hour 
In either of the following solutions: 
Corosive sublimate one dram, hydro¬ 
chloric acid one ounce, and water one 
gallon, or carbolic acid four ounces and 
water one gallon. Label each poison. 
Solution No. 1 may be used to wash the 
walls and furniture, but metals in con¬ 
tact with it are injured. A basin of 
ordinary soap and water and one of 
these solutions, half strength, should be 
constantly near for the nurse to wash 
her hands.

INDIAN RELICS ARE BOGUS. 


Factories in Denver and Other West¬ 
ern Cities. 

One industry that is gradually dy¬ 
ing out in the West is the manufacture 
of Indian relics among the Indians. 
At Denver and various other cities 
girls and men are employed the year 
round at turning out what are sold for 
genuine Indian relics, but they are 
spurious in more ways than one. The 
competition of these pale-face factories 
is responsible in part for the decadence 
of the Industry among the Indians. 

One interesting sight on the reserva¬ 
tion has been the manufacture of In¬ 
dian clubs. A dozen or more old war¬ 
riors have put in several months in 
making these weapons. Most of them 
are made out of the hardest kind of 
quartz and granite. An Indian takes 
a suitable piece of rock'and heats it 
white hot. Then taking it out lie pours, 
drop by drop, the contents of a gourd 
of ice-cold water on it. This causes the 
rock to chip off a piece at a time until it 
has reached the required shape. It is 
then handed over to a squaw, who rubs 
it on sandstone until it is polished to the 
required standard. 

The making of Indian baskets is an¬ 
other dec ying industry. The baskets 
are gcttii ; scarcer every year as the 
old squav. s die off.

Then they take differ¬ 
ent kinds of roots in natural colors and 
weave them into the outside of the bas¬ 
kets. They arc a mark of genuineness, 
these natural roots, and artificial col¬ 
oring is the hallmark of the spurious 
kind. 

While most of these curios are sold 
in Western stores to Eastern tender- 
feet, there are many fine collections of 
them in the West. An engineer run¬ 
ning on the Elkhorn out of Cliadron, 
Neb., lias one of the finest collections in 
the United States belonging to a private 
Individual. He has refused' .$7,000 for 
It. It is the slow accumulation of many 
years.

T HE “Caw! Caw! Caw!” of a hunch of over-hungry 
crowd, lazily flapping their way across the meadows 
and over the frozen houey-eombed wheat fields; the 
bright plumaged bluejays, scolding among the bare 
treetops on the edge of the wood lot: the red-breasted 
robins, hopping around on the short, dull green grass, in

With auger 
and bit, spout and pail, they proceed to snare the crystal 
drops of sweet sap that spring from the roots of the maple 
at the first breath of spring. 

When all the maples in the “hush" are tapped and the 
pails hung, “old Nell," the oldest horse in the stable, is 
hitched to the stoneboat or bobsled, with barrels staked on 
Jt, and the rounds of the camp are made, gathering the first 

Tun of sap! 

The sap is dumped into a huge wooden trough, and from 
an iron pipe it runs into the evaporating pans over a brick 
furnace in the sugar house. When it freezes up hard at 
Bight, followed by a heavy thaw the next day, it produces 
a “big run” of sap. Then the farmer, his boys and hired 
man will have to stay up all night to boil down the sap be¬ 
fore it gets sour. 

Usually several neighbors will drop in during the even¬ 
ing, and while the boys tend the fire and skim the sap the 


older men will smoke and tell stories that make the hoys 
hug closer to the bright firelight and start at strange noises, 
or again the woods and sillsides will echo hack the joyous 
laughter at a funny story and then comes a midnight sup¬ 
per on ham and eggs, boiled in sweet sap, and potatoes 
baked in the ashes. Games and stories follow ns the night 
wears on, till the sap is boiled down and the fires banked, 
and the sleepy hut happy crowd trudge homeward over the 
frozen stubble In the early dawn. 

The last sugaring-off at the end of the season is the day 
of festivities and hard work combined. The neighbors’ 
children are there, gathered around the steaming kettle of 
sirup with their dishes and little paddles whittled out, of 
basswood, eagerly waiting for the word when the sirup is 
thick enough to stir into sugar. 

A patch of snow is found in a sheltered spot in the woods 
near by and a dipperful of thick liquid is thrown over it. It 
quickly cools into the form of taffy. It is fine. 

That night the sticky sugar is washed from hands and 
faces of little children, the taffy is combed out of their hair, 
and they are put to hod full of sweet stuff and thoughts of 
an enjoyable day n the old “sugar hush.” 

The frost is a I out of the ground on the hillside. The 
warm winds have dried up the sap. The soft maples are 
already in hud. and the pussy willows are in full bloom 
along the creek. The sap pails are all gathered in and 
stacked away. The tire in the furnace is flooded and the 
“sugar house” is locked up and the camp deserted. 

The red squirrels chase each other over the roof and a 
restless bluejay scolds in the branches of the old birch tree. 
A flock of ducks splash noisily around in a shadowed pool 
of the creek trying to settle down for the night. 

The full moon is rising above tile swamp, while a two- 
horse wagon rumbles, up the lane ladencd with the sweet 
spoils of the “sugar season.”—E. A. Buslinell, in Cincinnati 
Post.

STAGECOACH DAYS 


Itory of n Trip Kroiu Portamouth ta 
London In 1780. 

There are men and women—and they 
ire not always the old—who deplore 
Iho breathless pace of the age. In 
Stagecoach days, they tell us, life was 
a different thing. People journeyed 
through the years leisurely then; ex¬ 
istence had a flavor. A century ago a 
Journey meant fellowship and merry 
kdventures and a comfortable enjoy¬ 
ment of the beauties of the landscape. 

All this may be so, but a traveler 
who made the journey from Ports¬ 
mouth to London in 1780 shows that 
even stagecoach days had their shad¬ 
ows. 

“The getting up on the conch alone 
Was at the risk of one’s life,” he wrote, 
“and when I was up I had nothing to 
hold on to except a little handle at the 
side. The moment we set off I thought 
I saw certain death before me. The 
machine rolled with tremendous rapid¬ 
ity over the stones and every minute 
seemed to fly in the air, so that it ap¬ 
peared to me a complete miracle that 
we stuck to the coacli at all. 

“This continual fear of death at last 
became insupportable to me, and I 
carefully crept along the top of the 
coach and ensconced myself in the 
basket behind. 

“On-a sudden the coach proceeded at 
a rapid rate down a hill. Ail the boxes, 
iron nailed and copper fastened, began 
to dance around me, and every moment 
I received such violent blows that 1 
thought my last hour had come. Shak¬ 
en to pieces, bleeding and sore, I crept 
back to my former position. And it 
rained incessantly, and as before we 
were covered with dust so now we 
were soaked with rain. 

“My neighbor every now and then 
fell asleep and when in this state per¬ 
petually rolled ond jolted against me 
with the whole weight of his body, 
more than once nearly pushing me 
from the sent to which I clung witli 
1 lie last strength of despair.

A ttREAT many remedies to tem¬
